These 
services  are  administered  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer. 

(b)  Mental  Health  Service —

(c)  Ambulance  Service — 

The  Ambulance  Station  for  your  area  is  situated  at  Oak 
Street,  Aberkenfig  (Tel.  No.  Aberkenfig  303). 

(d)  Welfare  Service — 

The  local  office  for  this  service  is  at  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  Quarella  Road,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend 
4056).  Officers  of  the  Welfare  Department  are  available 
to  offer  assistance  and  advice  to  those  in  need  of  hostel 
accomodation,  the  blind  and  the  handicapped. 

In  the  Mid-Glamorgan  area,  there  are  three  County

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2.  — Hospital  Services — 

Hospital  facilities  for  your  area  are  administered  by  the  Mid- 
Glamorgan  Hospital  Management  Committee.  The  office  of  this 
Committee  is  at  “Garthmor”,  Old  Road,  Neath  (Tel.  No.  Neath 
2251/3).  The  following  is  a list  of  the  hospitals  and  clinics  used 
by  the  residents  of  your  area  :

(Tel.  No.  Aberkenfig  240) — 16  beds  for  aged  persons. 

(v)  Maesgwyn,  Bryncethin  (Tel.  No.  Aberkenfig  371) — 61 
beds  for  aged  persons. 

(vi)  Bridgend  Chest  Clinic,  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend 
(Tel.  No.  Bridgend  2345). 

(vii)  V.D.  Clinic,  Oakwood  Street,  Port  Talbot. 

The  new  block  at  the  Bridgend  General  Hospital,  which  has 
been  named  the  Kenneth  Hodges  Wing,  was  opened  in  July,  1962. 
It  consists  of  an  Outpatients  Department,  a Pharmaceutical 
Department,  a Casualty  Department  and  a twin  Operating  Theatre 
on  the  ground  floor.  There  are  four  Ward  floors  with  a total  of 
128  beds,  84  of  which  have  been  allocated  to  General  Surgery,  32 
to  Gynaecology,  and  12  to  Ophthalmology.  This  new  block 
embracing  modern  development  is  a great  boon  to  the  hospital 
facilities  of  the  district. 

3.  — Services  provided  by  Government  Departments  : — 

The  Local  Offices  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance,  the 
National  Assistance  Board  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour  are  housed 
at  Angel  Street,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  2651). 

Cases  in  receipt  of  benefit  referred  by  the  Ministry  of  National 
Insurance  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  claimants  of  disable- 
ment benefit  under  the  National  Industrial  Injury  Act,  are 
examined  at  Garth-Celyn,  Merthyr  Mawr  Road,  Bridgend,  (Tel. 
No.  Bridgend  3658). 

4.  — General  Practitioner  Services: — 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  Executive  Council, 
47  Park  Place,  Cardiff  (Tel.;  Cardiff  26216). 
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5. — Laboratory  Facilities 

•11  chemical  analysis  relating  to  water 

milk  and  ice-cream  are  carried  out  for  your  area  by  the  Glamorgan 
County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  The  Parade,  CardiflF. 


6. — Care  of  the  Aged 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Council  continued  to  provide  at  their 
Civic  Restaurant,  lunches  for  old  age  pensioners  at  a reduced  cost. 
This  facility  is  of  particular  benefit  to  aged  persons  living  on  their 
own,  who  are  thus  able  to  have  at  least  one  good  meal  a day. 


7. — National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

(a)  Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead 

No  action  was  required  under  this  section  during  the 
year  under  review. 

(b)  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  need  of  Care 
and  Attention. 

No  compulsory  action  was  required  under  this  Section. 
Two  persons  however,  were  persuaded  to  voluntarily 
enter  Hostel  Accomodation. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  home  and  clinic  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest  Physician 
Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend,  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  2345).  In  his 
work  Dr.  Trail  is  assisted  by  an  assistant  Chest  Physician.  The 
Chest  Physicians  are  also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment 
of  the  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed 
Isolation  Hospital. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a report  of  the  Mass  Radi- 
ography Survey  was  received.  A total  of  11,681  persons  were 
X-rayed  Out  of  this  total  47  were  found  to  be  affected  by  some 
abnormality  of  the  chest.  Only  eight,  however,  required  further 
observation.  Six  of  these  were  found  to  have  healed  Post-Primary 
Tuberculosis  and  one,  a malignant  neoplasm  of  the  chest.  No  new 
case  of  tuberculosis  was  detected  from  this  survey.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


1. — Water  Supply. 

Your  Council  are  now  one  of  the  constituent  Members  of  the 
Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  This  Board  receives  its  supply  from 
two  sources,  (a)  an  underground  stream  at  Schwyll,  and  (b)  the 
gathering  ground  at  Dimbath, 


(a)  Schwyll.  This  supply  is  plentiful  and  there  is  no  danger 
of  shortage.  The  only  objection  to  this  supply  is  its  hardness.  The 
water  is  treated  by  chlorination. 


(b)  Dimbath.  This  water  comes  from  the  upland  gathering 
ground  near  Blackmill,  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  District.  This 
water  is  filtered,  and  has  the  advantage  of  being  soft  water.  Nearly 
400,000  gallons  of  water  pass  through  these  filters  daily. 


No.  of  houses  without  piped  water  supply — Nil. 

During  the  year  under  reveiw  there  have  been  no  new  sources 
of  supply. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

. Town  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  but  owing  to  the  recent 

building  schemes  m your  area,  and  certain  parts  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District,  your  sewers  are  now  almost  at  maximum  capacity. 
1 he  sewage  from  the  town  enters  the  main  sewer  of  the  Penybont 
Mam  Sewerage  Board  which  finally  discharges  into  the  sL  at 
Ugmore-by-Sea.  Your  Council  is  a member  of  this  Board. 


For  s^eral  years  the  renewal  of  the  main  sewer  has  been 
necessary.  The  cost  of  this  renewal  and  the  provision  of  a treatment 
works  IS  m the  region  of  £500,000.

4. — Public  Cleansing. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under  the 
direction  of  the  Surveyor. 

Refuse  and  street  sweepings  are  collected  daily  in  the  town 
area,  and  twice  weekly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  by  controlled  tippings  in  a disused 
quarry  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  town. 

The  tip  is  carefully  controlled  and  sealed  every  night. 

This  work  is  carried  out  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Department. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  Work.

3. — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

A public  Open-Air  Swimming  Bath  was  opened  in  May,  1938. 
The  cost  was  £6,600.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  186,000  gallons. 
A filtration  plant  is  installed,  and  has  a six-hour  turn  over.  The 
water  is  first  filtered,  then  chlorinated,  then  aerated,  and  returned 
to  the  bath. 

The  Swimming  Bath  was  regularly  inspected  and  2 samples 
of  water  were  taken  for  examination.  On  both  occasions  the 
samples  of  water  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 


4. — Disinfestation.

18  minor  infestations  by  cockroaches,  ants  and  wasps  were  reported. 


5.—  Removal  and  Destruction  of  Bedding. 

During  the  year  three  requests  were  received  to  remove  and 
destroy  articles  of  bedding  after  a death  from  Cancer. 


This  service  was  much  appreciated  by  the 
owing  to  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  burning  of 
their  own  premises  in  an  urban  area.

RENT  ACT,  1957 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July,  1957  and  follows 
upon  the  Rent  and  Repairs  Act  of  1954.  The  Act  has  two  purposes 
in  that  it  frees  from  rent  control  houses  (including  flats)  above 
certain  levels  of  rateable  value  and  secondly  allows  limited 
increases  in  rents  of  houses  still  under  control.  Opportunity  is  given 
tenants,  upon  whom  increases  of  rent  have  been  iinposed,  of 
obtaining  general  repairs  sometimes  outside  the  purview  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


1. — Milk  Supply. 

The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high.  In  recent 
years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  control  of  the  risk  of 
conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans  through  milk.  This  is  due  to 
the  wide  distribution  of  pasteurised  milk  and  to  the  progress  made 
in  eradicating  the  disease  from  dairy  herds. 

Under  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960,  the 
licensing  of  milk  dealers  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area. 
Dealer’s  licences  on,  or  after  1st  January,  1961,  are  valid  for  five 
years  and  will  be  renewable  for  subsequent  quinquennial  periods. 


2. — Ice  Cream. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  ’Ireatment)  Regulations  which  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947,  prescribe  the  methods  by  which 
ice  cream  shall  be  manufactured.  Three  premises  in  the  town  are 
registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  and 
thirty-seven  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream. 


3. — Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

Your  inspectors  regularly  visited  food  shops  in  the  area  to 
insure  that  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food  was  carried  out 
nygienically  and  that  premises  and  equipment  conformed  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

During  the  early  part  of  1962,  an  outbreak  of  smallpox 
occurred  in  South  Wales.  This  outbreak  can  be  divided  into  three 
phases. 

The  first  case — a Pakistani  who  had  recently  entered  the 
country  from  Pakistan— arrived  in  Cardiff  on  13th  January  and 
was  later  found  to  be  suffering  from  smallpox.  All  possible  contacts 
of  this  patient  were  vaccinated  and  kept  under  surveillance.  In 
spite  of  a great  deal  of  apprehension  no  second  case  was  detected 
in  Cardiff. 

The  second  phase  caused  the  Rhondda  and  Llantrisant  out- 
break. On  February  16th  a young  married  woman  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  smallpox.  Enquiries  carried  out  indicated  that  she 
was  a close  contact  of  a relative  who  died  in  hospital  on  9th 
February  following  a difficult  pregnancy  and  showing  evidence  of 
a terminal  rash.  Following  further  investigation,  there  was  no 
doubt  that  this  person  had  died  from  smallpox  and  that  there  were 
numerous  contacts,  one  of  whom  was  the  Consultant  Obstetrician, 
who  later  died  from  smallpox.  As  a result  of  this  original  case 
29  further  cases  occurred.  28  days  after  the  removal  of  tfie  last 
case  to  hospital,  the  outbreak  in  the  Rhondda  and  Llantrisant 
areas  was  hopefully  declared  to  be  at  an  end. 
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The  third  phase  occurred  at  the  Glanrhyd  Mental  Hospital, 
Bridgend,  where  on  April  6th  four  elderly  female  patients  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  smallpox.  There  were  45  elderly  patients 
in  the  affected  ward  and  of  these,  a total  of  20  cases  was  confirmed 
resulting  in  twelve  deaths.  Enquiries  carried  out  indicated  that  on 
March  25th  a patient  who  had  not  been  out  of  the  hospital  since 
admission  in  February,  1961,  had  died.  Her  death  was  certified 
as  being  due  to  broncho  pneumonia  but  in  view  of  subsequent 
events  it  seems  probable  that  this  patient  died  from  smallpox. 

The  three  phases  in  the  South  Wales  outbreak  produced  a 
total  of  45  confirmed  cases,  17  of  whom  died.  These  figures  do  not 
include  the  presumptive  original  cases  in  either  the  Rhondda  or 
Bridgend  outbreak. 

The  outbreak  in  the  Bridgend  hospital  was  controlled  by  the 
staffs  of  the  local  Health  Departments;  the  Morgannwg  Group 
of  Hospitals;  the  Bridgend  Divisional  Health  Department;  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council;  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital  Man- 
agement Committee;  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  expert 
advice  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  the  Health  Laboratory 
Service.  By  their  united  efforts  all  possible  contacts  were  traced 
and  those  requiring  surveillance  were  kept  under  daily  observation. 


Following  the  first  case  in  Cardiff  and  the  second  case  in  the 
Rhondda,  a large  proportion  of  the  population  had  obtained  pro- 
tection by  being  vaccinated.  The  control  in  the  population 
following  the  outbreak  at  Glanrhyd  Hospital  was  therefore  made 
easier  as  complications  following  vaccination  were  not  present.  It 
was  fortunate  that  the  outbreak  at  the  Glanrhyd  Hospital  was 
confined  to  the  hospital  and  no  cases  occurred  outside. 

This  latter  phase  was  declared  to  be  at  an  end  on  the  21st 
May,  1962.

An  examination  of  the  Table  of  Deaths  from  Cancer  shows 
that  out  of  37  deaths,  6 were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  all 
were  males.  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Angina  however,  resulted 
in  41  deaths.  Deaths  from  these  two  groups  of  diseases  continue 
to  cause  anxiety  throughout  the  country  especially  when  it  is 
realised  that  many  of  these  deaths  occur  in  the  40  to  50  age  group. 

As  in  previous  years  a close  watch  was  kept  on  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  those  .premises  where  food  is  manufactured, 
prepared  or  sold.  Every  opportunity  was  taken  to  correct  and 
advise  whenever  it  was  felt  necessary.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  unnecessary  handling  of  cooked  meats  at  shops  is  still  far  too 
common. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  record  that  the  kindly  interest 
shown  by  all  members  of  the  Council,  has  been  much  appreciated 
by  myself  and  the  Public  Health  Department  Staff.  I wish  to 
again  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  each  member  of  the  Coxmcil 
Staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  particularly  to  Mr.  Manley 
your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Department,  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.
